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Belleville Planners turn down 


medical marijuana dispensary 2 ~ ~

The council chambers were packed with 
audience members on Oct. 8 when the 
Belleville Planning Commission voted 
unanimously to turn down requested 
rezoning that would put a medical 
marijuana dispensary at 187 Main Street. 

Karl Staffeld stood before the crowded 
room and identified himself as the new 
owner of 187 Main. He told the planning 
commission he was requesting a change in 
zoning from B-2 (Central Business District) 
to I-2 (Industrial) to establish a Medical 
Marijuana Certification and Assessment 
Clinic and Dispensary. 

He said the former dental clinic is boarded 
up now because they are doing asbestos 
abatement so they can “give it another 100 
years of life." 

He said he was married for 20 years when 
his wife contracted ovarian cancer. She 
received the best care in the world from St. 
Joe Hospital, he said, but the only thing that 
gave her relief was medical marijuana. 

“It’s necessary for people to have this 
drug," Staffeld said. 

Staffeld included a picture of the proposed 
seven foot wide and ten foot tall sign that 
he would put at the corner of Main and 
Second streets for "Number 1 Medical." 
The business would be open from 8 a.m. to 
10 p.m. seven days a week. 


He said there are only seven properties 
within the zoning ordinance that allow 
medical marijuana business and they are 
not available for purchase or lease. The 
I-2 zone is on the other side of the railroad 
tracks along Sumpter Road. 

Planning commission chairman Steve 
Jones said the commission went through 
the Master Plan in 2006 and 2011 to set 
up the current plan and it was something 
the rest of the citizens and the commission 
were happy with. 

"We have an industrial section and 
looked many times to see if our zoning 
was right," Jones said. “We don’t believe 
in spot zoning." 

He said this small parcel in the middle of 
the city's B-2 section doesn't fit in with the 
Master Plan. He said if the medical clinic 
would close the rezoned property would 
allow any kind of industrial use for the 
property. 

Commissioner Becky Hasen asked 
Staffeld if he checked the zoning before 
buying the property. He said he did. 

He said it's 3,000 feet from school 
property and the property around it is all 
zoned business — B-2 and B-3. 

“Also, there are a number of I-2 properties, 
but the majority are within the school zone 
and of the remaining properties only seven

He has lived in Belleville for 1.5 years, 
but he is a lifelong resident of the 48111 zip 
code, minus a few years of college. 

Miller is a Business Development and 
Public Affairs Consultant and general 
contractor. He earned a bachelor of science 
in Public and Business Administration 
from Western Michigan University and a 
master’s degree in Public Administration — 
Local Government and Finance, also from 
WMU. 

He ran unsuccessfully for trustee of the 
Belleville Area District Library as a part of 
the Common Cents Library Slate. 

Miller was appointed to the Van Buren 
Open Spaces Committee and served as 
chairperson. He also has held numerous 
positions in local governments, including 
Contracts and Grants manager, Detroit 
Recreation Department; Senior Budget 
Analyst, City of Detroit, Senior Financial 
Analyst, Management Services Department, 
City of Kalamazoo; and Deputy Finance 
Director, Oak Park, MI. 

Miller is past president and past treasurer 
of the Belleville Area Council for the Arts,

and serves as director of the Belleville 
Rotary Club. 

When asked why he was running for office, 
Miller said: “Having a long history in public

He is a self-taught abstract/pop artist. His 
favorite pastimes are reading and raising 
exotic birds. He was in management for 
almost 35 years. 

Balderston ran unsuccessfully for city 
council in the last general election. He was 
appointed to the planning commission by 
then-Mayor Richard Smith. 

“I am running for office to bring new and 
fresh faces and ideas to not only Belleville, 
but the tri-community as a whole. We 
need, no, demand, new leadership, not 
based entirely on past accomplishments or 
awards, but by action. Even at last night’s 
(Oct. 8) planning commission meeting, the 
poor audience was totally confused by the 
chatter and banter of the various board and 
commission members talking to each other, 
over the crowd. 

“The so-called ‘family’ of continually 
elected officials spend more time worrying 
about shoe colors or eating later at the

"Strong leadership is key here. I have what 
it takes to be that leader. If they are scared 
of me at city hall, or think I am nuts (both 
reported to me by high-level officials), so be 
it.

At Tuesday's regular meeting of the 
Belleville Area District Library Board, 
Library Director Mary Jo Suchy reported 
on a recent incident. 

She said earlier this month a 57-year- 
old male in the library was staring at a 
13-year-old girl and trying to engage her 
in conversation. He gave her his name and 
phone number. The girl told the library staff 
and they called Belleville police. 

It turns out the man had an outstanding 
warrant for his arrest and was taken in 
custody. 

Director Suchy said she has banned 
the man from the library for one year for 
violating the library's code of conduct. 
When he wants to return, he will have to 
meet with Suchy first. 

Board member Joy Cichewicz, who is a 
librarian in Ypsilanti, said she tried to ban 
a person from her library forever for an 
infraction and the library attorney said she 
couldn't do that. A year is the max. 

Suchy said the library has a security guard 
on hand Monday through Friday after school 
and he took the initial report from the girl. 

Suchy said she and other staff members 
recently attended a "Real World Library 
Security" workshop in Dearborn. The 
author of “Black Belt Librarian" gave them 
tips on library safety. Just in time. 

Actually, they've been watching out for 
kids for a very long time. But, it helps when 
victims tell them what's happening.

I’m feeling kind of sad about the upcoming 
demolition of the 148-year-old Riggs 
house at the corner of East Huron River 
Drive and Martinsville Road. The Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees will be 
considering transferring some $34,000 from 
2013 CDBG rehab funds for demolition of 
building at its Oct. 20 meeting. 

The CDBG money will be lost if it isn’t 
used by the end of the year and there are 
buildings that need to be demolished: four 
single-family homes that are privately 
owned, one log cabin in Van Buren Park, 
and the Riggs house. 

The Riggs house, completed in 1867, 
was given to the township along with 
the property turned into Riggs Heritage 
Park by the developers of Country Walk 
subdivisions. VBT spent money on securing 
the building, putting up a fence, had an 
asbestos remediation team on site, and took 
other measures to preserve the building. 

When I was working for a daily paper 
in Longmont, Colorado, I interviewed a 
woman author writing under the name 
Devin O'Branagan. I was Sunday magazine 
editor and Sunday editor, along with other 
duties, and I put her picture big on the cover 
of the magazine and wrote a nice story 
about her. 

Turns out she was from Michigan and her 
father ran a market in Huron Township. She 
wrote her first stories in the cupola of that 
Riggs house, which her grandparents had 
rented. She asks about that house from time 
to time. She's doing very well now and you 
can find her on www.devinwrites.com . 

All this is to say I’m really sorry the Riggs 
house is on its way to destruction. It was 
never discussed in public session at any 
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VBT meeting I attended, but I did miss a 
few hours of their budget sessions last fall 
when I was out delivering papers. 

There was some discussion at the Oct. 5 
work study session about saving the brick 
from the house for another project or for a 
monument on the site. 

Over the years, people have called our 
paper to offer to buy that house and I have 
passed them on to the township. People 
liked the way it looked and the way it felt.

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Supt. Van Tassel announces loss 
of 155 students in fall count

Van Buren Public Schools Superintendent 
Michael Van Tassel announced at Monday's 
school board meeting that the district 
student count is down 155 students from 
last school year's tally. 

He said the district is still in the “middle 
of the count window" and so that may not 
be the official final count. 

Supt. Van Tassel said the district had 
projected a loss of 130 students and the 
155 is 25 more than expected. He said this 
means the district will get about $185,000 
less in per-pupil state aid than expected. 

He said the losses occurred in Kindergarten 
and other school districts in the area also 
report low Kindergarten counts. And, the 
senior class that graduated last spring was 
large. The next senior class is smaller, but 
the freshman class coming up is another 
big class, about 500. 

As part of his Superintendent's Report 
that recently was added to the agenda, 
Supt. Van Tassel announced the topics of 
Friday's professional development day 
for teachers, when students will have the 
day off. He said Curriculum Director Jeff 
Moore just finalized the agenda and he 
passed the agenda out to board members. 

Van Tassel also explained the state's 
change from giving the ACT to the SAT 
and that ninth, tenth, and eleventh-grade 
students will be taking this new SAT. “This 
is the first time anyone's seen this new 
SAT,” he said. “It’s a big deal for our staff" 
and “а big cultural shift for our students.” 

The announcement Van Tassel made at 
the end of his report was that the state of 
Michigan flag is now at all of the schools. 
He said he had this done because it's the 
“patriotic and appropriate thing to do.” 

“Is there any way to track what happens 
to these students?" asked Trustee Sherry 
Frazier, wondering if they are getting a 
unique high school education on line. 

“That’s a scary thought," Van Tassel said. 
"A lot of students don't have the ability to 
focus at that level." 

He said 504 students left the district, with 
200 of those going out of state and going 


out of district. 

“We need to come up with a plan,” 
Trustee Frazier said encouraging the board 
to do some salesmanship in selling the Van 
Buren Public Schools. 

She said places like Bethany Daycare get 
children at age three or four and the children 
are committed to going there. In previous 
comments she said the Bethany children go 
on to Keystone Charter Academy instead 
of Van Buren schools. 

"Early childhood development is 
important," Frazier said. ^We need to get 
the children as early as possible." 

“But, the state doesn't want to fund that," 
Van Tassel said. 

Also at Monday's meeting the board: 

* Approved attendance at the Outback 
Bowl in Florida Dec. 27-Jan. 2 for about 
215 members of the BHS Marching Band. 
Cost to students is $1,250 each. Travel is 
by chartered bus and overnight stays are in 
Orlando, and Tampa; 

* Approved the resignation of BHS 
teacher Jessica Harmon after one year as of 
Sept. 25. She reportedly was recruited by 
another district; 

* Approved hiring the following teachers 
as of Oct. 5: Tanya White as instructional 
coach at Tyler/Owen, Melanie O'Neil as 
French teacher at BHS/McBride, Shawn 
Johnson as BHS Math teacher, and Andrew 
Pitzer for BHS social studies (NT); also 
as of Oct. 12, Melanie Matthews as 
Edgemont instructional coach; and as of 
Oct. 19, Tracy Causey-Bryant as Savage 
instructional coach; 

* Approved the terminations of Kathleen 
McQuaid on Oct. 5 after 10 months in 
Transportation and Linda Cobb, the Owen 
secretary, as of Oct. 6 after nine years of 
service to the district. Trustee Frazier voted 
no on the consent agenda motion that 
approved this, later saying it was because 
she opposed Cobb's termination; 

* Approved the resignation of non- 
instructional staff member Nicholas 
Loechli of McBride after two years of 
service as of Sept. 25; and the retirement of

Principal Madyun says problems 
were a wedgie, social media

Belleville High School Principal Abdul 
Madyun said it all started a week or so ago 
when some football players were goofing 
off in the locker room and gave a young 
man a wedgie. 

He said the information came to the 
administration and so he had a conversation 
with the team, noting they were student- 
athletes and had to act like students first. 
The head coach and athletic director were 
there. 

Principal Madyun said they told the 
athletes what had happened to other schools 
that had problems with bad behavior. Some 
lost a game. Some cancelled a season. 

"Well," Madyun said. “The team members 
took all this to say that we were cancelling 
the season." 

He said it was all over the social media 
that night that Friday's Homecoming game 
was cancelled and in the morning he got 
calls from WWJ and the Ann Arbor News. 

“So, we pulled them in again,’ Madyun 
said. “We told them we hold them to 
high standards. We also talked about the 
consequences of going on social media. 

"[f I really cancelled Homecoming, 
wouldn't I have called somebody, like the 
opposing team to tell them not to come?" 

Madyun said there was a picture of this 
wedgie on the social media. 

“T talked to the parents of the victim and 


they said nothing happened other than the 
wedgie," Madyun said. “It got legs of its 
own. They thought it was funny so they 
snapped the picture." 

The picture was then sent on Snapchat, 
which disappears after being received, he 
said. 

Madyun said the school didn't punish 
anyone for this, but the coach disciplined 
the team in a football-related way. He said 
the original prank happened a few weeks 
ago. 

According to Channel 7 TV News, 
teens sent many electronic messages 
to them asking for help in saving their 
Homecoming football game because so 
many band members would not be able to 
perform, the cheerleaders couldn't cheer, 
and the football players couldn't play. The 
students set up a Twitter movement with 
the hashtag #LetBellevillePlay . 

The TV station sent reporter Kim Russell 
to the school where she talked to students. 
The report aired Oct. 7. When BHS 
Principal Madyun was interviewed he said 
the students got all upset for nothing. The 
game wasn't cancelled. 

He told about the wedgie and the students 
apparently misunderstanding. Madyun 
said he told them this could lead to hazing 
charges. 

The students got on their electronic 
devices and the consequences would be for 
Tweets, not wedgies, Madyun said.

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are outside of the zone and none were 
available," he said. 

“We will deny rezoning. It does not fit our 
master plan," Jones said. 

Supporter Azar Sadeghi got up to say that 
there is no property available to purchase 
in I-2 and to ask how a medical marijuana 
clinic could be categorized as Industrial? 

Also, she said, she is an immigrant and 
upholds the laws. She said she was hoping 
the commission would allow people to 
make this clinic. 

“I find your decision arbitrary,” Sadeghi 
said, adding, “I would like to know how 
you can do this contrary to the health and 
safety of the community?" 

She said, perhaps when that zoning 
was proposed, it was thought growing 
marijuana would be better in industrial 
zoning, but not a clinic. 

Jones said the request before the 
commission is to change the zoning from 
business to industrial — *Spot zoning B-2 
to Industrial." 

Commissioner Michael Renaud said he 
worked on the Master Plan and the I-2 
was for non-personal businesses, such as 
bakeries and other businesses that were 
not suitable for Main Street. He said the 
commission cannot rezone a lot that's not 
large enough for I-2 uses. 

"[ wouldn't be comfortable putting 
Industrial in the medical clinic,’ Renaud 
said. 

Sadhegi said last Wednesday the federal 
agencies said they would not enforce laws 
against medical marijuana clinics. "How 
can we get you to change?" she asked. 

Jones said the commission does not 
wish to get into the political conversation 
she wishes to get into. He said rezoning is 
before them and that would be for the life 
of the parcel and there is no guarantee what 
could be there in the future. 

*We spent a lot of time on the Master 
Plan and reaffirmed it... We are looking at 
spot zoning," Jones said. 

Sadeghi said the I-2 parcels are not 
available for sale or rent and the building 
official Rick Rutherford said they still 
would have to come to the city to request 
setting up a clinic there. She said it is 
impossible to set up a clinic. 

City attorney Steve Hitchcock said it is not 
“impossible.” He said seven parcels could 
be purchased and the city is not obligated 
to make them available to anyone. 

Phil Miller, who said he was running for 
mayor, said the city is treating the clinics 
like adult entertainment. 

Renaud said in 2010 the city council 
spent a year drafting these documents and 
nobody was here questioning them. He said 
that evening they were not here to discuss 
the ordinance but to consider rezoning. 

Miller said the city should redo the zoning 
and separate the growing and dispensaries, 
since there are the nuisances of regular 
growing operations. 

Renaud suggested Miller take that up 
with the city council. 


Renaud made the motion and Jesse 
Marcotte seconded to deny the rezoning 
request and the commission unanimously 
passed the motion. Then most of the 
audience headed out of the meeting room. 

Special Land Use - 533 Main 

Next on the agenda was Lisa Sullivan's 
proposal to tear down the late Chesley 
Odom office building at 533 Main Street to 
construct a one-story building for her Puro 
Medicine Wellness Program. She has been 
located for two years in Belle Plaza where 
she teaches nutrition, helps people figure 
out what's causing their health problems, 
and helps work on the problems. She said a 
patient usually is helped for seven months. 

She resides on Harmony Lane in Van 
Buren Township and has purchased the 
property from Virginia Odom pending 
approval from the city of Belleville for her 
building. 

The Master Plan calls for a two-story 
building and she wants to build just one 
story and she does not wish to take up 
9096 of the property as required by the 
ordinances because she wants to be able 
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to use some of the lakeside yard for her 
patients. 

Her architect, Jacob Root, said it would 
double the cost for a two-story building. 
He said the building has been vacant for 
some time. 

Jones said the city requires two stories

basement is full of trash and they would 
have to see if the structure is safe. It would 
have to be brought into compliance with 
current ordinances if they renovated the 
current building. The building has been 
standing vacant since a fire while the 
cupcake business was there. 

Sullivan said her business accepts 20 
patients a month and is open Monday 
through Friday, 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. Patients 
use a massage therapist and only one or 
two patients are in the office at a time 
because they concentrate so heavily on 
each person. 

She said they planned on having ten 
parking spaces available, but if they put 
in a second story they would need more 
parking. 

Root said if the city denies this plan and 
required a two-story building, it will never 
be built. 

“T like the unique look of the one story,” 
Sullivan said. 

Commissioner Matthew Wagner asked 
if the whole structure was shot and 
Rutherford said it would take an engineer 
to do the testing to find out. 

Wagner asked if the basement had to go 
and Root said the basement doesn’t go with 
the way the business is run. 

Rutherford said somebody had been 
living in the building and then the basement 
flooded and they left everything there. He 
said the wet debris is up to his chest. 

Sullivan said her plan is to start building 
in April. Before they spend money on a site

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plan they wanted to know if the city was 
agreeable. 

She added that she pays $10,000 a month 
on advertising. 

Marcotte, who had been on the planning 
commission from 2007 to 2014 and was 
now on the commission again and back for 
his first meeting, said he always had a goal 
of being consistent. 

*T'd like to follow the Master Plan,” he 
said. 

“I don't want to see it vacant forever,” 
she said of the parcel on the lake, asking 
if there couldn't be exceptions to the two- 
story rule and using 90% of the property 
for a building? 

Renaud called that a "slippery slope" 
where you could eventually end up with no 
Master Plan at all. 

City Councilman Tom Fielder said the 
city now has a two-story philosophy. He 
said there was nothing to preclude Sullivan 
from getting a partner upstairs, maybe a 
lawyer. 

“Гуе heard of Van Buren Township 
people who would like to locate here," 
Fielder said. 

When Sullivan asked what was the main 
issue, Jones said it was the two stories. 

"It will stay a burned-out building. It will 
cost $3 million to build what you want," 
architect Root said. 

“You can go back to the drawing board,” 
Jones said to Sullivan. 

City Councilwoman Kim  Tindall 
suggested that Building Official Rutherford 
could advise her. 

“As much as I agree with rules, the original 
intent was to get people downtown," 
Wagner said. “The more I look at the 
property, it should be a single story. We 
have a lake. We don't want to block the 
lake... By putting another two-story up, 
we're hiding what we want to show, why 
people want to come here..." 

The commission then voted 5-1 to reject

reappointing Dr. Carl Johnson

There were two members of the Van 
Buren Township Planning Commission 
whose terms were expiring, so Supervisor 
Linda Combs reappointed one and didn't 
reappoint the other. She appointed a 
newcomer, instead. 

It is the duty of the supervisor to 
select people for positions on boards and 
commission, with the approval of the 
board. 

Her decision on the planning commission 
members brought lots of discussion at the 
work study session of the board on Oct. 5 
and the regular board meeting on Oct. 6. 

Don Boynton was reappointed and Ronald 
K. Jackson was newly appointed. Dr. Carl 
Johnson, a six-year member of the planning 
commission, was not reappointed. 

Supervisor Combs said that two 
positions expired and *a gentleman came 
to us and wanted to serve on the planning 
commission, referring to Jackson. 
Combs said he works as Transportation 
Maintenance Coordinator for the Michigan 
Department of Transportation and was 
"excited and eager to serve." She said she 
wanted her appointments to reflect the 
diversity of the community. 

She said he had experience in plan review 
and permitting processes. 

“These appointments are yours," said 
Trustee Reggie Miller. "I respect that 
decision." 

Trustee Miller said she had to speak out 
concerning Dr. Johnson's expertise and 
education. She said his education was not 
considered as strongly as others and she 
thinks Dr. Johnson is better qualified for 
the position.

“I do not want to diminish Dr. Johnson,” 
Supervisor Combs said. “Тһе public 
has asked we diversity... and not leave 
someone on indefinitely." 

Trustee Jeff Jahr said Dr. Johnson's name 
did not appear on any of the paperwork 
for the appointment. He said the board all 
knows Dr. Johnson and his work. 

“I did not realize we were replacing him 
until the work study session when it was 
discussed,” Trustee Jahr said. “If asked 
to replace Dr. Carl Johnson, I would vote 
no." 

“I didn't know, either," Trustee Miller 
said, referring to the work/study session 
the day before. 

“If we voted no to Mr. Jackson, that 
wouldn't get Carl back," Jahr said. 

“The whole board recognizes and applauds 
Dr. Johnson," said Trustee Phil Hart.

David Wilson, to the Environmental 
Commission and Dr. Wilson is doing a lot 
of work to prevent coal-tar driveway paving 
because of its carcinogenic properties. 

In other business at the Oct. 6 meeting, 
the board:

* Heard McBride Middle School Principal 
John Leroy, Assistant Principal Rod Fisher, 
and Academic Support Administrator Laura 
Maher give a presentation on instructional 
changes at McBride for this school year.

$171,647. These are one 47-passenger 
lift bus at a cost of $92,631 and one

three, without adjustable accelerator/brake 
pedals and the corrosion and structural 
warranty. The district is purchasing the 
buses with the warranty, which is not 
provided by the other vendors. The two 
buses being replaced are more than 12 
years old. Frazier said it is peculiar to be 
spending money on buses while the district 
is losing students; 

* Approved the second reading and 
adoption of a long list of updates to Board 
Policies necessary due to changes in the 
law; 

* Approved a resolution urging the state 
legislature “to support and continue the 
current opportunity for school districts 
to purchase electric supply at significant 
savings from alternate energy suppliers."

And, why is he running for office? 

“Over the past few years I have had 
conversations with multiple residents of the 
city who indicated to me that they feel the 
majority of the members of the City Council 
are side-stepping many of the ongoing 
problems within the city. Members of City 
Council have had anywhere from two to six 
years to address many of the issues which 
are important to the residents of Belleville. 
I believe that when one is elected to a 
public office, the concerns and opinions of 
the voters need to be taken into account. 
Many city residents and business owners 
have told me that their concerns, opinions, 
and ideas are either routinely ignored or 
dismissed by the current administration. 

“Fresh Eyes are needed to look at 
ongoing city issues; Fresh Ideas can help 
to take the city forward. Isn’t that what 
our community wants and, even more so, 
deserves? I would like to help spark an 
interest among council members to achieve 
resolutions to the city’s most urgent issues. 
To think outside the box. To ensure that 
our tax revenues are being used for what 
is important to the residents. To invite and 
engage a broader base of city residents to 
become involved in the various city boards 
and commissions. 

“Reduced revenue sharing from the 
State coffers has had an obvious effect on 
the city if one looks at the line-items in 
the city’s budget over the past four years. 
Necessary services and staffing within 
the departments of the DPW, Police, and 
Fire have taken a large hit over the past 
few years. One glaring example is that 
the Belleville PD does not have a full- 
time, permanent police chief. However, 
Hal Berriman was appointed as the part- 
time “interim” police chief after Chief 
Gene Taylor retired. A new, permanent 
Chief of Police for Belleville has not been 
hired because the mayor and council never 
authorized the city manager to advertise 
that the PD Chief’s position was open. 

“The City Charter requires that three 
residents of Belleville make up the Civil 
Service Commission (CSC). It is required 
by the City Charter to have a functioning 
CSC in place. The CSC is responsible 
for interviews and recommendations for 
hiring, disciplining, firing, and mediating 
any issues between the city and non-union 
city employees, such as the City Clerk, 
the Chief of Police, the Fire Chief, and the 
Director for the DPW. 

“In an effort to circumvent the City 
Charter, Mayor Conley authored a ballot 
proposal last year in order to eliminate the 
CSC. Though authored by the mayor and 
supported by the city manager and city 
council, it was voted down by residents of 
the city, 2 to 1. Currently, there has been 
one person appointed to the CSC. At least 
five residents, who are more than qualified 
to serve on this commission, submitted 
applications more than six months ago for 
a position on the CSC. However, not one 
of them has been contacted by anyone at 
City Hall.”

“I want to improve the relations between 
City Hall and those who represent our 
tax base; both home owners and business 
owners. Residents and business owners 
alike have told me that they feel that their 
tax dollars are not being spent in the most 
judicious manner. Some residents have 
voiced concern that the Belleville Fire 
Department is being systematically phased 
out by the mayor and city manager. 

“While the city and DDA have spread 


the mantra of ‘Downtown on the Lake,’ 
they have not done enough for a particular 
segment of our residents to get to 
‘downtown’ or the ‘lake.’

Court Watching: 
Jayson Robbins charged 


with imprisonment, 
assault in Belleville

Jayson Trey Robbins, 17, was before 34% 
District Court Judge Tina Brooks Green 
on Oct. 7 for a probable cause hearing on 
charges of unlawful imprisonment, assault 
by strangulation, and aggravated assault in 
the city of Belleville. 

Robbins was out after posting $30,000/10% 
bond. His retained attorney was Bill 
Colovas. 

His preliminary exam, that will determine 
if he is bound over to circuit court for trial, 
was adjourned until 10 a.m. Nov. 9. 

Parents ofthe victim were in the courtroom 
looking very grim. 

Belleville Police Officer Tim Trombly said 
Robbins went to the school and he needs to 
know he can't go there. 

A woman stood up in the audience and 
called out, *He wasn't at the school." Judge 
Green said, “I don't know who you are. Sit 
down!” 

Judge Green told Robbins there was to 
be no contact with the victim and, “Do not 
return to the school.” 

Officer Trombly said the school did 
“trespass” him and, “We do have him on 
video.” 

Judge Green said Robbins claims he wasn’t 
there. She said to Robbins, “If you show up 
on video, they'll pick you up.” 

On Tuesday, Police Chief Hal Berriman 
explained the circumstances of the arrest. He 
said this was an ex-boyfriend-ex-girlfriend 
situation where they had broken up and 
Robbins went to Belleville High School 
to talk to her. He allegedly said he would 
drive her to the office and she willingly got 
into his car, but then he took her to a home 
in Victoria Commons. Meanwhile, the girl 
called 911 and Officer Trombly responded. 
The girl's phone was still on so dispatch 
could hear what was happening, Chief 
Berriman said. 

Officer Trombly heard her calling out 
inside the house and he opened the unlocked 
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door. Chief Berriman said the victim came 
running out. Robbins’ hands were bloody 
because he had punched the wall, Chief 
Berriman said. 

Chief Berriman said Robbins had attempted 
to strangle her. He said some of the details 
are still under investigation.

Curtis Wayne Lester, 33, was charged with 
operating while intoxicated with an occupant 
less than 16 years old in the city of Belleville 
and was due for his preliminary exam on 
Oct. 7.
